I hereby certify that Ihis correspondence is being deposited with 
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isomers, concerned situations where the uses of the compounds were the same. See In re 
Kilshhmer, 146 USPQ 491 (CCPA 1965) and In re Crounse, 150 USPQ 554 (CCPA 1966). 
Nothing in the case law provides support for the Office Action's position over the rejected 
claims. 

As mentioned above, several ind^endent claims further distinguish the reference in that 
the pKa values of the claimed compounds are different than those of Widdowson's compounds. 
This pKa limitation in the claims cannot be ignored as this limitation helps eliminate overlap 
with Widdowson. It clearly would not be obvious to prepare diphenyl urea compounds with a 
pKa value greater than 10 based on this reference. 

Because nothing in the reference teaches or suggest compounds of the claims, the claims 
of the present application are not obvious.
